aiadatone Delivers One of the Grand- 
est Oratorical Efforts of 
His Life. 



Home Eule la Surely Coiulny aud Its 
Opponents See the Haudwrit- 
inir ou the Wall. 



He Scores Chaiuberlaiii. and Concludes 
His MaKuificeut Peroration Amid 
a Tempest of Cheers. 



London, March 1.— In the coiumonB 
Matthews, home sectotary, said in ttiiawer 
to a question thut Cunatable I'rustoii had 
visited a prisoner by tlie nuino of Tracey, 
twice, and interviewed him iu his cell. 
This -was done at the instance of Mr. 
Soaines, Times' solicitor. Sir Wm. Har- 
court (liberal) mtimatod tho viaitH of the 
constable constituted it gross impropriety, 
whuroupoii Balluui-, chief secrotiiry for 
Ireland, declaioil that ho was unablo_ to 
see any impropriety in tho visits. During 
the debate on this question, Dr. Tanner, 
nationalist M. P. for Cork, for whoso ar- 
rest a warrant under the Crimes Act has 
been issued, entered the house. His ap- 
pearance was tho signal for prolontted 
cliaoring un tho part of tho Irish mom- 
bo i-s. 

in tho Coininiiiis, this ovening, Mr. 
Gliidstoiio roatiniin-; the dobate un ihu ud- 
drosa, doclared lliM tho dillicultioa pliictjd 
in the way of a suttleinent of tho land 
(lueation, were duo to the action of 
Chamberlain, Lord Hurtin^on and thuir 
friaada. When tho cU'ects of their action, 
which resulted in the distress of the ten- 
ants, becanie potent, thcso guntleinen ob- 
stinately refused tu deal with (lueations 
conconiing them. 'i'liu pliin of campaign 
viAti the dire(:t and iiooe.ssaiy otl'spriug of 
tlioir cor.rso. (.1 lad-itone said he had 
nuvor vindiciited tho ciiuao of those who 
had committed breaches of the law, but he 
was compelled to say this was one of the 
cases in which luw-niakora wuro 
more responsible than law-breakers. He 
denounced the degrading hardships and 
personal indignities which tho FaiiioUito 
members and their adhureiita had autierod, 
aud denied the accusation that political 
priaoners had suffered similar indignities 
and hardships under the govornmont of 
the Liberals. Concluding, Cladat^me 
asserted that Home llulo was surely com- 
ing and many of thiiHo opposing it must 
already see in the handwriting on tho 
wall, signs of their approaching doom. 

Hoshen denied that the Oovornnient 
desired to delay Irish local govorniuont. 
When the time should beoome opportune, 
they would be ready to «?r»pple with the 
matter. 

Mr. Parnell, upon entering the House, 

was greeted with enthusiastic cheers by 

the uppuBitiun members, every one of 
whom viise U> his feet and waved his hat, 
including (iladstone. When ho rose to 
speak tho demcmatration was repeated. 
Mr. Parnell said he bclioved his colleagues 
and friends who had suli'orod through 
Balfour's principles would bo liolily re- 
warded in the near future by attaining the 
object they had at heart. Ireland would 
have long ago been trnnqnil but for tho ', 
oicoptional law, the resnlts of which 
the govornnient wa.-i responsible 
for, and upon which tho inini-stiy must 
stand or fall. He would not diacuas the 
conspiracj which had been assisted by the 
ministers to steal tho liberties of Ireland. 
He was confident Englishmen would soon 
recognize tho poa.sibility of home rule, 
and Irishmen, knowing that they ware 
turning their ear tu tlie reaaun of tho 
question, would steadily resist the incite- 
ment uf disorder and pursue the true path 
which Gladstone had indicated in 1885. 

Morley's amendment was rejected by a 
vote of 339 to 260. 

The TtUyraph says the speech delivered 
by Gladatone in tho commons last night 
was hisforical. He is .seen (m the war- 
path at Ilia best, and his attack upon the 
Liberal- Unionists was made with tremen- 
dous force of inveotiveund tliesaroaainuf a 
great master. Mr. Chamberlain amiled 
nervously as tho House roared at tho 
great Liberal's aarcastio allusions, and 
glanced curiously at Gladstone at other 
tiiiiea. The ex-preinier's peroration was 
spoken in the cliarauter of a prophet of 
wrath to come, with resonant voice and 
flashing eyes. The aged statesman seemed 
like another Isiah, crying "Woo unto 
them in high places in Jerusalem." His 
last words were signs of the coming doom, 
and he finished amid a tempest of cheers. 

When the house adjourned to-night rad- 
ical and nationaliHt membera banded to- 
gether, and surruaiiding Dr. Tanner, 
escorted him out amid Hhuuts uf laughter, 
the member from Mid-Cork joining in the 
hUarity. Tho large group was iiuickly 
joined by reporters and others, expecting 
the arrest of the Doctor, until tho crowd 
had swelled to considerable numbers. So 
attempt was made to enforce the warrant 
against him, and ho was enthusiastically 
escorted to the Palnco Hotel. .-Vrriving 
there in safety, the Doctor addre.iaed the 
crowd in an elotjueiit and iinpaaaioned 
speech, in which he highly eulogized 
Gladstone.

OttjlWa, March 1. — In tho railway 
committee to-day the bill incorporating 
the Victoria & Saanich Railway Com- 
pany was greatly emasculated.

The House and the coun- 
try should be able to see at ouce what 
the act or omission is and what is its im 
portonce. The motion was in fact just 
the opposite to what it ought to have 
been.

tho coiiiinit l-oe as they might see lit after 
having duly considored the matter. It is

Tho alter- 
ation was ordered by INIr. T. h'ell, 
clerk of the House, but on whose author- 
ity he could not rcineinber. The rejiort 
of tho committee was not printed iu the 
journals of the Ilcnise nor in the sessional 
papers for that year. According to tho 
testimony of Mr. Richard Wolfenden, 
Government printer, the order not to 
print it in those records came from the 
Hon. Mr. Humphries, then Provincial 
secretary. This case of garbling, sup- 
pression and contempt for tlio authority 
of the Legislative Assembly took place 
under the adiuinistratioii of the gentle- 
luan who now endeavors to get the House 
to cenaure .i (Jovornmeiit which did all 
• iiid moro than all that the select com- 
mittees reconnnelided. This i.s a good 
deal worse than inconsistency. With 
aaoh a record behind them it is surprising 
that the members of the Opposition would 
have the effrontery to reproach any Gov- 
ernment with having acted in an un- 
constitutional manner with respect to the 
Reports of Special Committees.

harmless roaring of tho tail twisters. But 
there is no prospect of 'American means 
of defence being put to the test. No 
ono ia tjoing to war about Samoa. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

Cajiadian sleotion frauds are bad 
enough as almost every election trial 
shows, but they are harmless compared 
with tho outrages that aro committed 
with impunity at every oloction in tho 
United States. It was only the other 
day that a candidate who was investigat- 
ing oloction frauds in an Arkansas county 
was shot dead while sitting at the window 
of his room. Thoro is not a doubt that 
he was assassinated by political oppo- 
nents. His brothers in a card which they 
published dirept 'attention to the fact 
that nothing was done in the county to 
bring the murderers to justice. There 
was no reward oll'erod and tho local 
magistrates did nothing. Ballot 
boxes aro steden and tho thieves 
brag of their cloveriiesa. A Cali- 
fornia paper says: "Instead of the 
authorities taking tho case up and arrest- 
ing the swaggering bravo, who was going 
about boasting of his rascality— they left 
the whole matter to be investigated by 
Mr. Ulayton (the murdered man), and he 
paid the penalty of doing his duty witli 
his life, and then when a human life had 
baon sacrificed all at oncu public attention 
seemed to be aroused to the ouoriiiity of 
fraudulent elections. " T'lie shot-gun, too, 
in some of tho States, exercises a power- 
ful iiitluenco in deterniiniiig who 
shall be elected. Other means 
of intimidation are used and many 
look upt>ii reform as almost hopeless. 
Buying totes is innocence itself compared 
with many of the election devices that are 
successfully practised across tho line.

'I'lien there arc ten lirsi -class ineii-of-war, 
inchidiii;.; onu arninrcd vessel of TilOO tons 
and tw(j of ."lOdd Imis in cour.se of con- 
struction or actually afloat. 'L'hoy have 
the monitors too, which they think vrould 
be useful fur harbor defense. There is 
also a bill before Congress to add fifteen 
more fast cruisers to the navy. Then 
they have sea coast guns wliich throw 
a nine foot shell containing (iOO pounds of 
dj'namite. If one of these shells Hliould 
strike an enemy's vessel, let il- be ever so 
big and strong;, it woulil Biuasli it Id 
sniitliereens. Catalo^^'uiii^ tlieir means of 
defence in this way only shows how very 
weak and defciiccli'ss they ale.

Mr. A. H. Cameron, R. A. Anderson 
and others, of Vancouver, have secured a 

lease of 3,700 feet of mining ground on 
Cayoosh Creek, about two miles iibove 
Marshall's saw and grist mill. .Above a 
series <if cascades in a basin of gravel which 
was mined on the surface by Chinese 
with excellent roturiia. Water, however, 
interfered with their sinking to bedrock. 
It is Mr. Cameron's intention to com- 
mence at a point below the fall and drift 
through the rock to the gravel deposit 
above, a distance of about 500 foot. 
This d(jiio, the whole deposit will be 
ground-sluiced through the tunnel, and 
tho gold .saved. As the gravel carries gold 
from tho surface down, it is thought that 
a large yield will result from handling the 
dirt on the scale proposed. Mr. Cameron 
left f(jr Vancouver this morning, and will 
at once jiroceod to the ground and begin 
work. 



THE LIMITS. 

To TlIK Kditoe; — Can the provincial 
government give to the municipality of 
Victoria greater power than the govern- 
ment itself |io38esses > The jiroviiicial 
government cannot force a tlislrict to be- 
come iiicorpor.'ited. The inhabitants h,i\ e 
a [irivilege to incorporate themselves on 
certain terms with tho consent of the 
govornment granting the charter, but the 
govoniinent cannot create a municipality 
witliotit the re(|ue8t or, at all events, the 
consent of the majority of the residents 
and pri>perty-holdera uf the district to lie 
incorporated. Such being the ctiso, can 
tho provincial governiiient give the city of 
Victoria power to gobble up the property 
and hihabitants residing within half a 
mile of hor boundaries, in fact extend hor 
liiii^s . around them. If '.hi> one has not 
the power to do ho, it cannot give it to 
tlu! other. 1 am not discussing whether 
the extension will be beiielicial to all coii- 
eeriuul, but if the iiiiijority are adverse, a 
[letition to the (.iovernor must demand 
tho attention of the government. Silence, 
however, gives consent. If the govern- 
iiient c<iiild do as it pleased, "county gov- 
ornment" would have boon or would bo 
im]iosed upon tho various settled dis- 
tricta, aa liy this means the labor and ox- 
ponditiiri) of the govenimont would bo 
diniiniahod — at least, thooroticnlly.

ology, jiathology, chemistry, obstetrics, 
surgoi'}', and medical jurisprudeiico; and 
that a homeopatliic [ihysican who has 
paaaetl a Hiitisfactury oxamination in the 
above branches shall be a ineinbcr of tho 
examining board, for the purpose of ex- 
amining any applicant to practice homeop- 
athy in the following'. .aui>jecta: Materia 
Medictt, and theory and practice of Med- 
icine. " 

Hon. .Mr. Huinjihreys strongly opposed 
the resolution, which ho contondod was 
not thoroughly understood by tho mover, 
in its scope and application. It was an 
injustice to tho homeopaths to pass such a 
nioaauro as tho one proposed. Ho pro- 
ceeded to instance many cases of hoineop- 
athic cures, and strongly opposed tho 
resolut ion. 

Mr. Fr}' and Hon. ,1. II. Turner ida(j 
supjiorti'd the bill, and contended that the 
measure proposed in the resolution was 
unjust in the oxtromo. 

Mr. T, Davie supported tho principle 
of the resolution at considerable length 
He called upon the House to judge the 
ipiestion before them on its merits, niid 
not allow tbomsolves to bo carried away 
by any narrative of personal hardships 
such as liiid beoen told by tho inombora 
who had previously s])okon. 

Mr. Higgina said he could not support 
the resolution in its existing form. He 
could not see why the homeoiiatliic physi- 
cian ahoiild not understand tlm fiinda- 
inent.il subjects mentioned in the reaolu- 
tioii, but lie (dijccted to the last clause of 
the iiioiioii. He moved in amendiiuint to 
strikeout all tho words after "aliall" in 
the sixth line, and insert tho following: 
"and upon producing the diploma of any 
authori/.etl college, of which the provincial 
secretary sh.ill bo satisfied, ahall bo 
deemed oiititlod to practice medicine and 
surgery in this province." 

Hon. Mr. Dunaniuir thought that Mr.

Mr. H iggins explained that tho unamend - 
cd resolution practicidly placed the |)ow(u' 
of admitting homeopathic pliysiciiiiis, in 
the iianda of one man.

On tho suggestion of tho city barristora, 
the tirst ameiidmont to tho Munici- 
palities Act proposed, was tho in- 
duction of a clause declaring all former 
elections lo have been valid, although the 
oath of allogianco subscribed to in the 
past by tlio mayor and aldermen in ac- 
cepting othco, was found to be not what 
is required by law on such occasions. 

The next recommendation was that the 
act bo 80 aniondod as to give to the coun- 
cil tho rikjht to increnuo tho nuiiiber of 
aldermen to twelve. It waa the opinion 
of a majority of tho board that when the 
city limits are extoiidod, another ward will 
be rendered nocessary. 

Property qualification waa next dis- 
cussed, and a vote of tho council passed 
advisingthe legislature to enact that mayor 
and aldermen must each bo pusaoaaod of 
property to the value of §2,500, according 
to the last aaaeaameiit ndl, over and 
above idl eiicuniberancea 

Mr. Heaven's proposed amendnioiit to 
the "Miiiiicipalities Act," 1885, makin(( 
tho election of all aldermen yearly, was 
fully discussed. 

The majority of tho board were atrong- 
ly in favor of retaining tho present sys- 
tem of iiiaking the aldermen *ho are 
elected at tho head of the poll, office- 
holders for two years. 

Aid. Vigelius waa of the opinion that if 
the aldermen wore faithful to tho conii- 
dence reposed in them, the people would 
be sure to return them to office year by 
year. 

Aid. Harrison referred to the conven- 
ience of having several "idd liaiida" in the 
council ;it the beginning of oach now 
year. 

A vote was taken, and tho rccominond- 
atioii unanimously passed that the right of 
senior aldermen to hold office for two con- 
secutive terms, be retained. 

When the f|uoatioii of qualitication of 
rotors wiia discussed. Mayor Grant asked 
if hack drivers aboiild in future be en- 
titled to voto upon their license, which 
cost tlieiu only SI, for mayor and alder- 
men. Ue did not think they should. 

No ninondment to the existing act was 
suggested, in this respect. 

The proposed ainondment to the exist- 
ing municipal act, now before tho legisla- 
ture, waa condemned in respect to the 
nocesHity of a volor'a name boing on the 
last list, ho having made declaration that 
bo was a duly qiialiliod voter, on being 
cliallenged on olectioii day. 

The work of going thr<.iugli all the sec 
tions of the Act was proceeded with until 
section 8U was reached, wheu the Board 
having had enough work for one night, 
decided to adjourn at 10.-30 p.m.
